Among movements that have been 
gaining ground on the hill In recent 
years, Is one to keep up with the ten- 
dency of modern educational in- 
stitutions to get an enormous enrol- 
ment by advertising to students 
through a bureau of publicity. Such 
bureaus were first started as mediums 
of disseminating Information secured 
through experimental work to the 
public as a whole, but gradually have 
grows to Include news matter con- 
cerning practically every phase of 
student life, Including music, debate, 
oratory, dramatics, athletics, politics, 
and society. 

Where newspapers formerly ex- 
pected to pay for such straight news 
matter as they could use, the larger 
colleges now have staffs of trained 
-writers paid by the institution to get 
apace In the press, acting on the 
theory that Increased enrolment will 
make up for the financial outlay. 

College graduates, non-college men 
favorable to that type of education, 
and high school students have thrown 
themselves Into the movement to get 
the entire non-Imbecile population on 
the campus some place or another. 

As a factor In improving the level 
of society as a whole, the on-to-col- 
lege movement Is perhaps desirable, 
hut the college student or alumnus 
who la out In competition with the 
rest of the world, or expects to be 
soon, had better check up before he 
goes to extreme length In painting the 
values of college training to those 
hack home,— especially If he be a 
student at a elate educational in- 
stitution. 

Regrettable though It may be, at. 
least seventy-five per cent and pro- 
bably as high aa ninety per cent of 
present day college students are 
where they are faecauae thny believe 
It will aid them to an increased in- 
come in later life. 

If every Willie, Blllle. and Suele 
hack In Hometown finally feels the 
urge and enrols, the college man Is 
going to he a much more common 
and hence cheaper article In tbe 
future than he Is at present. Today 
a maater's degree la as essential to 
■uperlortty as a bachelor's degree 
waa a few years ago. 

In the state colleges In particular, 
where the legislature la always halt 
a decade behind the Increased student 
body and losing ground at every 
aeaslon, The Collegian feels that it 
la time for the aludent body and the 
faculty to call a halt on this business 
or advertising for students. 

Education at a state aupported in- 
stitution is, and should always he, 
open to all residents of the atate 
possessed of the necessary in- 
telligence, but from a purely selfish 
viewpoint we see no reason why 
those already enjoying the benefits of 
such Institutions should be especially 
Interested In decreasing Us efficiency. 
In itretching l&sutflcient funda out 
even farther, at the expense of their 
own training. •

The sudden resignation of Dr. 
William M. Jardine as president of 
the college last wpHng and tbe sub- 
sequent appointment of Dr. Francis 
David Farrell to succeed him left the 
student body as a whole in much the 
same frame of mind aa was the 
American nation on the succession of 
Calvin Coolldge. President Farrell 
waa well known to the division of 
agriculture, and over the state, but 
far the larger part of those in attend- 
ant at the college had never been 
brought Into contact with the man. 

Last apring Francis David Farrell 
was filling out the year started by 
W. M. Jardine. Student sentiment 
seems to be that he made a good job 
of It, and this taking into account 
the fact that dlaclpllne was made 
noticeably more rigid. 

Wednesday President Farrell 
talked to tbe students. He did sot 
speak. Just came down to and not be- 
low the Intellectual level of the 
student body, and gave them the re- 
aults of his college experience. In 
the few occasions for declalon that 
have come up. Doctor Farrell has 
shown the ability to command when 
necessary, and the broad mindednesa 
to revise an opinion when it seemed 
erroneous. 

There will be times during the 
coming school year when one will not 
he Inclined to. agree with the policies 
of President Farrell. There will be 
occasions when he muat perform dis- 
agreeable duties In l he way of student 
dlaclpllne. * 

Yet prospects for a succeaful col- 
Icgf year take on a much more 
pleasant aspect with the knowledge

The policy of the Students' Self 
Oovurnins association this year will 
tend toward the repeal of unneces- 
sary regulations and a stricter Inter- 
pretation and enforcement or those 
rules deemed necessary for a college 
community, according to Christian 
Hugh, this year's student president 

"The purposes of the Students' 
Self Governing association this year 
are to allow to the students as much 
freedom from unnecessary and petty 
governing rules as Is at all practical," 
Mr. Rugh stated. "Too many rules 
passed in a half hearted manner and 
enforced In no manner whatsoever, 
not only bring contempt for the abil- 
ity of students to govern themselves, 
but also breed dissatisfaction and lack 
ot responsibility for their own ac- 
tions. For these reasons the policy 
of the S. S. G. A. will tend toward re- 
peal of unnecessary regulations and 
a stricter Interpretation and enforce- 
ment of those rules deemed necessary 
tor a community of the site and 
nature of K. 8. A. C. 

"Students of college calibre do not 
need the guidance of 'mother's apron 
airings' but need to take the re- 
sponsibility ot their acts upon them- 
selves. To impress this attitude up- 
on the student body, rules of basic 
nature and enforcement of these 
rules from a strict Interpretation Is 
required. The psat of the S, S. G. A. 
has shown that faculty supervision, 
while desirable, is not necessary in 
matters pretatnlng to student affairs 
and student conduct to obtain fair 
and reasonable regulations." 

Mr. Rugh added that it Is hoped 
that the coming year wilt show a 
greater cooperation between school 
and student authorities and a great 
er confidence in the students, through 
the a S. G. A., to solve problems of 
practical government In a manner 
commendable to themselves and to 
the Institution which they represent.

VARSITY DANCES 

Student governing bodies at several 
Missouri Valley lMlilutltfna are find- 
ing an easy way of kandltng a diffi- 
cult' situation and * -profitable sourca 
at revenue In student council man- 
agement of varsity dances. At the 
University of Oklahoma a student 
manager for varsity dancea is elected 
lor tbe year. At the University of 
Kansas the proposition Is handled 
through the business office of the 
university, where all tickets are sold, 
■nd regulation of the dances is con- 
trolled by the Men's Student Council. 
Last year at K. U. a total of |4,02G 
was cleared. Two hafts were used 
regularly In order to accommodate 
the crowds, and there was very little 
complaint 

Incidentally, prices on varsity 
dances were reduced from a dollar 
and a dime to seventy-five cents for 
couples. "Stags" are charged a dol- 
lar and a quarter, and their attend- 
ance limited to ten per cent of the 
number of tickets sold. 

Oklahoma had so successful a sea- 
son tas ( year that a roof garden has 
heen built at the hall used for the 
The check stand has been 
er by the students, where 
it was under private man- 
and a cold drink fountain 
added, also uhder student 
operation. 

' Under the management of tho past 
few years, there has been very little 
complaint on etudent dances at Kan- 
sas State. Discipline has been In 
the hands of the Student Belt Govern, 
ing association, but finances have not. 
In suite of good control, however, 
of dances outside the ap- 



proved Hat has not been wholly cos- 
fined to non-students, perhaps be- 
cause there has been a tendency at 
times for certain groups of students 
to somewhat monopolize the varsity 
dance. 

Adherents of the present system 
can point to the fact that It "worked," 
but other large schools are finding 
that student council management 
"works" even better and are using 
the funds from that source to make 
the Institution a better place In which 
to attend school. 

The student council could select a 
competent manager, who need not 
handle any of the funds. Ticket sales 
and payment of bills might be done 
directly through the college business 
office, the duty of the manager being 
advertising, selection of an orchestra, 
and providing for a chanerone. He 
could be placed on -salary, with pro- 
vision for a bonus In case his duties 
were performed efficiently.

Student activity tickets which 
have been sold to Manhattan towns- 
people will be taken up at the Okla- 
homa-Kansas Aggie football game 
Saturday wherever they are recog- 
nized ss not being In the hands of the 
original owners, according to an- 
nouncement made from the athletic 
office yesterday. Members of var-

Veterlnary Medicine 

A series of lectures on "How to 
Study" has been arranged for tbe 
freshmen in tour divisions of the col- 
lege, it was announced recently by 
Dr. V. L. Strickland ot the depart- 
ment of education. The lectures wilt* 
be given In the divisions ot hlfcae 
economics, englnserlng, agriculture, 
and veterinary medicine by Doctor 
Strickland, Dr. J. C. Peterson, and 
Prof. P. P. Braioard ot the depart- 
ment ot psychology. 

"The idea of these lectures," Doc- 
tor Strickland said, "grew out ot a 
aeries of talks on how to study that 
were given freshmen in tbe division 
of agriculture last year by Dr. E. L. 
Holton and myself. It was origin- 
ally Intended that the lectures this 
year should be extended to tbe di- 
vision of general science as well, hut 
conditions prevented." 

Prof. P. P. Bralnard gave the first 
of his series of six lectures to the 
freshmen in the division of home 
economics Thursday afternoon at i 
o'clock in the college auditorium.

Enrolment In the division, ot en- 
gineering showed an increase of 90 
students over the number enrolled 
last year, according to figures ob- 
tained Wednesday morning.

929.

percentage of the gain, there being 
an increase ot 78.

"Statistics show that after grad- 
uation, college students ranklnK 
high In scholarship during their ml- 
lego course outclass in every walk 
of life their fellow atudeois of lower 
standing," Prof. J. O. Hamilton or 
Ibe physics dcimrtmanl stated In ait 
address before the student asseiuhlv 
Tuesday. "There should be cul- 
tivated In our student body a more 
wholesome respect for those students 
who forego many nf tho momentary 
pleasures (hat enler Into college life 
and who place upon scholarship 
standing Its proper value," 

Observation at this college Indi- 
cates that about 60 per cent of the 
most successful students in various 
professions and occupations can if 
from students making high Hand- 
ings In college, while only 17 per 
cent of those making any outstanding 
success came from those whose ejmaj 
records allowed them to be of tho 
weaker students, in-cording to Pro- 
fessor Hamilton, Fifty per cent of 
those regrded as more or less fail- 
ures In huslness life came from the 
lower one-fourih of their classes. 
Orealest Honor In Mil Ki.pps fhi 
Tbe greatest schulasUr lienor 
comes lo those elected to i'lil Kappa 
Pbl, national scholarship fraternity. 
Thla honor Is awarded to 10 per 
ceoi of tbe senior class having the 
highest standings during their whole 
course. At graduation three per cent 
of the seniors are awarded high hon- 
ors, and honors are awarded to an 
additional seven per cent of the grad- 
uates having the highest stand lags, 
during their Junior and senior ye 

Grades of 1.3S7 students or 1ml 
year's" freshman class evaluated and 
averaged according to the usual 
method gives a class average of .63 
honor points or a decimal grade of 
74 per cent. The average graq> for 
the class should have been 1 or 78 
per cent. The senior class of last year 
made an average standing of 1.26 
or 80 per cent. 

Fnglneerliig Division Ijeads In Hrnden 
The women In the freshman class, 
with a scholarship standing of 76 
per cent, outranked the men. whose 
average was 72.fi per rent. However, 
the division of engineering leads the 
other divisions of the class with an 
average of .849. The division of 
genera] srlence ranked second with 
an average of .67; the division of 
home economics third with an aver- 
age of .62; tbe division of agricul- 
ture fourth with an average of .346; 
the division of veterinary medicine 
fifth with an average of .326. 

"I wish to .bring to the attention 
of those who are Inclined to take col- 
lege life too easily, tbe Item of ex- 
pense that goes with everyone's col- 
lege education," said Professor Ham- 
ilton. "According to the last bien- 
nial report of the college, $1,600,000 
was expended for Instruction at this 
institution during the period of two 
years ending 1924. During this; 
same period Instruction was given to 
the erieat of 6,000,000 student 
hours. Hence the state Invests in 
each hour of work for each student 
an smount of 30 cents. The aver- 
age expenses per year as reported re- 
cently by over 100 Undents ore ap- 
proximately 1600. An average as- 
signment of 17 credit hours per 
week for 36 weeks amounts to nearly 
600 credit hours. Therefore each 
student invests tl In each hour of 
work. Taking Into consideration his

Ben Cherrlngton. national student 
Y. M. C. A. secretary, in his speech. 
"Shall We Stand by Coolldge?" given 
at tbe first meeting of the student 
forum Thursday noon advocated the 
entrance of the United States into 
th World Court as an easential step 
toward world peace, world disarm- 
ament and moral reconstruction. 

"I think that the United States 
should enter the World Court as soon 
as possible because, first, it is In line 
with the American ideal that dis- 
agreements between nations should 
be settled on the basis of reason and 
arbitration rather Chan force or 
war; second, because It gives the 
opponents and the advocates of the 
League of Nations the same privi- 
leges; and third, because the support 
of tbe United States would accelerate 
to a great extent world peace and un- 
derstanding," the Y. M. secretar 
stated. He further recommend* 
that tbe United States enter the court 
under the reservations approved by 
President Coolldge. 

Mr. Cherrlngton made It very clear 
that tbe court la an actual living 
force with 48 nations as mem be 
and that it has already made five ii 
porlant and highly satisfactory de- 
cisions. .

Four per cent Increase of enrol- 
ment this year over the best previous 
year is shown by the registrar',* 
figures, reports F. D. Farrell, presi- 
dent of tbe college. The total on 
October 6. was 3,047, tbe largest 
first semester enrolment In the his- 
tory ot the college. 

Although the Increase Is dlstribut. 
ed over most of the IS college cur- 
ricula, the largest gain Is shown In 
the department of electrical engineer- 
ing where It amounts to about 10 per 
cent over the first semester regis- 
tration of a year ago. 

Most Girl* In Home Economic* 
The first semester enrolment In- 
cludes 2,019 men and 1,023 women.

AMERICAN ORATOR SPEAKS TD 
PLEASE HIMSELF— EMERSON 



Head of Department, of 
He Speaking Talk. "In Defense- 
of Audiences" at (Impel 

The tricks ot the flowery orator, 
the old-time politician, the spell- 
binder, and tho "ain't nature grand" 
type of speaker were disclosed by 
Prof. J. 0, Emerson, formerly head 
of the public speaking department 
here, and now a member of the 
faculty of Leland Stanford, Jr., In hie 
speech In chapel Tuesday morning. 
The speech was "In Detonse of 

Audlellri'S." 

According to Professor 
the American orator speeaks to i 
himself. "Although all textbooks 
on the subject of public speaking say, 
Have something to say, be original, 
say It quickly, and sit down,' tho 
ordinary American speaker sees no 
reason for being original and flatly 
refuses to sit down," he said. 

"The first requisite of a public 
speech is history. A speech cannot 
begin without lta historical allusion 
regardless of whether It Is especially 
appropriate or not. Every well In- 
formed audience has the right to ex- 
pect some history. 

"The first orators we have record 
of, 'said It with flowers, 1 and even 
today our senators Imitate them. 
Besides Its history, every senatorial 
speech fmust ipoellcally mis-name 
everything. A grave is 'a death lean, 
silence of the dreamless dust.' Final- 
ly, a senator must at somntime or 
other 'point with pride' to hit coun- 
try, his state, and his home-town. 
Champ Clark said, 'In the senate the 
only limit to public speech Is human 
endurance,' . 

"College and high school orators 
can entangle tbcinselvea In endless 
mixed figures and Incorrect historical 
allusloni without batting an eye.

Michigan 
university comes first In rank with 
something over 2.000 students. Illi- 
nois Is next, followed tn turn by Cor- 
nell, Iowa State, Wisconsin, Teiai 
A. and M„ and K. S. A. C. 

Or these seven schools, four are 
east of the MisHlssippi river. They 
are Michigan. Cornell, Illinois, and 
Wisconsin universities. Iowa State 
Is east of Kaunas, leaving Texas A. 
and M. and K. S. A. C. as tbe two 
largest engineering schools west of 
the Missouri river. Nebraska and 
Kansas universities stand ninth and 
eleventh respectively in the rankings.

Experiments on Rats 
Prove Bread and Milk 
Is by Far Best Diet 



Dr. Martha Kramer of the food 
economics and nutrition department 
Is again supervising experiments on 
white rats, their growth and develop- 
ment on certain prescribed diets. 
These experiments were begun last 
spring, snd the work done by four 
students, seniors and graduates. Pre- 
viously, experiments have been car- 
ried on with mice as subjects 



the completion of an airy 
laboratory on UM south end of the 
third story of Calvin hall, more ex- 
tensive work Is Mng conducted. 

The rats are allowed to reach tbe 
age of four months before ex perl- 
mentation Is begun. Then the ani- 
mals are put In separate cages, a 
diet outlined for them and results 
recorded. Each week, tbe cages are ' 
sterilised In order that no disease 
may creep among tbe colonies un- 
awares. The work Is carried on most 
scientifically snd accurately. 

Interesting pictures have been 
taken of rsts fed on a candy and 
water diet, a bread and coffee diet, 
and a bread and milk diet for n 
certain length of time. Results are 
astonishingly conclusive that the 
bread and milk diet 1* by far the 
best. The rats fed on candy and 
water were small and Biekly in 
parieon to the sleek, healthy rats fed 
on tbe bread and milk diet tor tbe 
same length of time. The rats fed 
on bread and coffee were almost 
corpses at the end of several weeks, 
and then their rations were changed 
to bread and milk which caused them 
to become stronger and live. 

Several persons have written in 
snd asked for Information, statistics, 
snd pictures concerning the results 
of experiments. Doctor Kramer says 
she has a limited number of pictures

With no personal enmities aroused, 
no burning issues to quench, and no 
spoils to divide, our local side-show 
seems destined to revert to one-party 
politics.

Dear Sir: 

An editorial In a recen: issue of 
The Collegian deserves commendation 
for Its conception but not for its 
logic. It is always gratifying to se« 
the editor or a college student pub- 
lication unafraid to write rrankly in 
the editorial columns what he be- 
lieves to be student opinion. Even a 
daring college editor, however. Is not 
Infallible nor entirely Immune from 
error, I believe that tho writer of the 
editorial on "publicity" In the Sep- 
tember IN Issue of Tbe Collegian 
erred somewhat In his conception of 
the college publicity bureau, and It 
Is to correct any false Impression bis 
editorial may have communicated 
that I presume to submit U4t letter. 

Larger colleges are not hiring pub- 
licity men to get students or In any 
way to Increase the enrolment. At 
practically all of the larger univer- 
sities and colleges of the country en- 
rolment Is now far past the point 
where the university can enrol ■ 
large percentage of those applying 
for matriculation privilege. Every 
Instil ut Ion, of any site and standard 
refuses each year the matriculation 
privilege to hundreds of claimants 

Yet these Institutions do maintain 
publicity bureaus. Tbe seeming dis- 
crepancy is easily understood when 
we learn that (he colleges are primar- 
ily Interested not In slse of student 
body, for sl*e they already have, but 
fox, excellence. "Many come but few 
are chosen" seams to be their motto. 
The publicity agent of one large col- 
lege In the middle west told the 
writer that what they were advertis- 
ing were the Ideals, the atmosphere, 
and the moods of his college ao that 



only the itudent -who would fit In 
with the particular requirements of 
that Institution would be attracted to 
Its portata. Part of the publicity 
work of the large college Is to ac- 
quaint prospective students with 
those requirements and with what 
will be expected of the student, mora 
to deter tbe undesirable type tban to 
secure tbe desirable, for tbe lattar 
purpose has long ago been accom- 
plished. 

There Is a further duty, however, 
of the publicity bureau which cannot 
be overlooked. Any educational In- 
stitution Is simply trusted for a while 
with tbe care or young men and 
young women. They owe to the 
parents or those voting people and to 
society an accounting ae to how they 
are caring for not only tbe mental 
but the physical and spiritual guid- 
ance of those who are enrolled In its 
courses. Especially Is this true In a 
state institution where the people of 
the state pay taxes for the upkeep or 
their state schools. It Is the institu- 
tion's duty to inform those taxpayers 
how their money is spent and to what 



Another grest purpose of the so- 
called publicity bureau la to put in 
readable form and transmit through 
agencies of the press the results of 
research and experimentation. 
Thousands of dollars In every state 
college and university are spent an- 
nually on experts who engage In re- 
search In special fields. Much of the 
results of tbe research would he wast- 
ed or at least delayed In Its trans- 
mission to society unless ft were for 
the college press bureaus wher cend 
this Infoririallon out In the form of 
bulletins, special stories, and other 
press accounts. 1 have Been but few 
stories emanating rrom colleges or 
universities in which there was the 
slightest form of propaganda. II 1* 
true that some or the smaller colleges 
do maintain publicity bureaus, a 
large part or whose duty is to secure 
added enrolment. But I hope that 
The Collegian editor has too high a 
regard lor K. B. A. C. to assume that 
It belongs to that class of college. 
The only colleges maintaining press 
bureaus that are not doing public 
spirited work In a way that is cer- 
tainly not a disgrace and may be an 
honor to the journalism profession 
are those very few and Isolated in- 
stitutions who have not yet reached 
tbe point where their student body 
numbers as many as their faculty.

As to the objections that It was ai 
present dotted with "bnsinesc 
bouses" and should be Included In 
tbe zoned district, they can be an- 
swered very readily by the fallowing 
facts: If Anderson is left out of the 
business district, the men who have 
business houses there will be allowed 
to continue in business as long as 
their buildings are holding together, 
but they .will be prohibited by law 
from building new business honses, 
remodeling or enlarging the ones 
present, and that In time they will 
gradually be eliminated from Ander- 
son avenue. 

Of eourse It would be Impossible 
to force tbe business men out of 
there Immediately, and It would be 
decidedly unfair. But the thing that 
la most desirable now Is to pfeveni 
the erection of any more buildings of 
that nature on Anderson, And to 
gradually cause the removal of those 
there now. — H. C. B.

DYING OUT IN IRELAND 



Mike AJioa.ni Predicts 
ture for Irish Free 

Fertnn Address 

"I believe that the Irish Free State 
hus a glorious future." said Prof. M. 
F. Ahearn, director of athletics, 
speaking at the student forum lunch- 
eon last Thursdsy noon. "Ireland 
Is reshaping herself and with Eng- 
land's help should be able to guide 
her bark of government down a 
more placid stream In the future." 

The old religious hatred Is dying 
out, according to Mr. Ahearn, and a 
Catholic Is now willing to speak of a 
Protestant as a "decent sort." The 
youth of Ireland Is especially opti- 
mistic about the new government's 
future. Already the free state gov- 
ernment has functioned In enacting a 
law that will Improve Ihe roads of 
the Island. 

"The Irish are not, as many peo- 
ple think, a poverty-stricken, prleet- 
rldden. superstitious. Ignorant mass. 
Ireland's illiteracy Is not nearly so 
great as the public generally be- 
lieves. Dublin, one or Ireland's 
largest cities, Is one of the world's 
greatest Intellectual centers." Mr. 
Ahearn stated. "Such men as Ed- 
mund Burke, Daniel O'Connell, the 
Duke of Wellington. Lord Kitchen- 
er, Lord Roberts, Oliver Goldsmith, 
and Blr Thomas Moore are a few of

Miss Geneva Watson, of the phys- 
ical education department — "Per- 
sonally I don't think that the 'ags* 
deserve any more recognition, than. 

Tue school isn't 
strictly an agricultural school any 
more, and Kansas Stale college would 
certainly be better as far as sound 
and uppearance go. But the alumni 
probuhly wouldn't like the name to 
be changed, and really It's a question 
lor them lo decide, for, alter all, it's 
their saiiool." 

Christian Hugh, president of the 
U. H. a. A. — "1 am uu engineer and 
one of a group which would logically 
oppose keeping the 'grlcullural' 
hut I he college Has built up Its rep- 
utation under the title of Kansas 
State Agricultural college and 1 can- 
not see any necessity for a change. 
A new name would also mean the 
establishing ut a new repututlon and 
why change one already so success- 
ful?

I don't think the name makes 
much difluruce. The 'agricultural' 
is not important because agriculture 
is not the most Important course on 
the bill now."

Alice Nichols, Junior — "There ts 



nothing the matter with agriculture; 
it Is a wonderful and basic occupa- 
tion bul 'agricultural' does not 
truly apply to this school. The 
division of agriculture Is one of the 
smallest divisions here now. The 
title of Kansas Stste Agricultural 
college gives many high school 
graduates over the state s mistaken 
Idea of the courses offered here, and 
many of them go to Kansas univer- 
sity for that reason. I think that the

fined In a rofrlger t for several 

weeks to make I hem wlnler-hardy 
and to permit the weaker ones to die 
off. They were then placed In vials 
with dampened blotter paper and 
sent in refrigerator* lo Ban Fruncluc, 
where the paper was again dampened 
and the Insects sent on their way. 
The trip requires a full month, and 
the fatality Is high, according to 
Doctor Smith. It Is expected that 
other shipments ot the insects will 
he matte In the near future.

It had 
been very hard for htm to come to a 
college so far from his home, but 
after he bad been here a while, he 
felt that all the hard work and 
inconveniences he bad endured 
worth while, for be was Intensely In- 
terested In his work. 

Sometimes Americans seem very 
alien and occasionally a little un- 
kind, but he tried not to notice it.

When he landed 
In the United States something went 
wrong — no one seemed able to ex- 
plain exactly what it was.

And then he turned to a friend 
whom he respected an 
much— he notified Dr. H. X 
then president ot^K. S. A. C. He 
realised that this friend was very 
far oft, but these Americans seemed 
to find distance no great Incon- 
venience. President Waters had 
great difficulty in straightening out 
the trouble, for San Francisco Is far 
from K. S. A. C, and Chinese boys 
are not so Important to the officials, 
as this one was to President Waters. 

And so one day the Chinese boy 
waB again back at K. S. A- C. with an 
esteem greater than before for his 
college, a deeper trust in Americans, 
and above all an undying devotion to 
the man who had made hi* return to 
college possible. 

Yes, a great man has died — a 
man great because of seemingly 
little things, such as the devotion of 
a Chinese boy. Our college Is more 
than proud to be able to claim Mr. 
Waters — for he symbolizes thai 
which many great men stand for — 
the American spirit.

Dr. Wendall Taylor, who for the 
past four years has been in India as 
a missionary, addressed the Journa- 
lism students in seminar Thursday 
afternoon on the subject, "The Press 
of India." 

"Americans seem to picture tbe 
people of India as fuzzy beaded bar- 
barians who have not yet passed far 
enough through the stages of evo- 
lution to lose their tails," said Doc- 
tor Taylor. "It is true that less than 
6 per cent of them can read and write 
but through the cooperative methods 
of Great Britian they are rapidly im- 
proving. 

"There are four divisions of the 
Indian Press," he continued: First, 
the Anglo- English, which Is written 
In English by the English, and is 
characterized by its lack of 'padding.' 
Second, the Indian-English, which is 
edited by Indiana in English, and 
usually by radicals, being some- 
times called the 'opposition press.' 
Third, the bl-Ungual press, which is 
printed in both languages; and 
fourth, the vernacular press, written 
in an attempt to be readable to tbe 
natives as a whole who rjt£fe GOO 
different languages. 

"Unlike American newspapers, the

Complete opposition to any pro- 
posal for the addition of the bachelor 
of arts degree to the currfcult of the 
college, unless basic conditions 
change, was voiced by Prealdsnt F. 
D. Farrell at a meeting ot the 
/acuity of the division of general 
science In the chemistry building 
Tuesday afternoon. 

"So long as I am head of this In- 
stitution It will not offer an A. B. 
degree." Doctor Fajrrell asserted. 
"The fundamental mission of this 
school Is not to cater to a large 
number of students, but our Ideal Is 
to combine vocational efficiency and 
culture. We bave a mission here in 
the dignifying of labor In the home 
and In the industries. We want to 
make our field the best there Is, and 
we can do it." 



No Need for A. B. Degree 

The big job of the college la to 
strengthen the esteem of the bachelor 
of science degree. President Parrell 
said. Although offering no criticism 
of the arts degree, he said there la 
no need of another Institution in the 
state to offer the A. B, degree. 

President Parrell's brief remarks 
followed abort discussions by several 
other members of the faculty, who 
presented data showing the manner 
In which the addition of this degree 
would probably affect K. S. A. C, 
both In prestige and in enrolment. 
Dean J. T. Wlllard said enlargement 
of several , departments, principally 
those of modern languages and his- 
tory, and the creation of a new de- 
partment of philosophy and ethics 
would be needed to prepare the 
currlculi for the additional degree.

Results of Investigations presented 
by Dr. V. L. Strickland of the de- 
partment of education indicated that 
about half of the entire* enrolment, 
e and at the University ot 
i, comes from, within a radius 
of 60 miles, that 75 per cent of the 
enrolment at K. S. A. C. comes from 
within a radius of 76 miles, and that 
65 per cent of the enrolment at K. 
TJ. comes from a like radius. 



A continued Increase, amounting 
to about seven per cent from 1920 to 
1924, has been made tn enrolment In 
the departments of music, commerce 
and journalism, charts prepared by 
Prof. T. J. Anderson of the depart- 
ment of economics showed. 

Dr. J. E. Ackert, chairman of the 
graduate council, said that some In- 
stitutions question graduates from 
the college with the B. B. degree, 
who are seeking further study.

AMERICA IS EDUCATION MAO 
SAYS DOCTOR KLEINSMID 

University or Southern CWtfesrata 
llwad Tells Students to See 
Problem*, with Henri 
of Youth 

Dr. Rufus Von Kleinsmid, well 
known educator and president of the 
IT Diversity ot Southern California, 
was the speaker in the weekly student 
assembly held'Thursday morning. A 
vocal roIo by Miss Marjorie Strobel 
of the department of music preceded 
the address "America Tomorrow" by 
Dr. Klelnsmtd. 

Dr. Kleinsmid, who was formerly 
president of the University of Arizona 
at Tucson before he accepted his 
present position, is an eminent psy- 
chologist. Besides having studied at 
several American colleges, he holds 
degrees from three foreign universi- 
ties, and la considered a man of great 
experience and learning. 

In hie talk he made the statement 
that the United Stales has gone edu- 
cation mad. "18,840 students In the 
University of California." he said, 
"30,000 In Columbia University, and 
with each school providing for from 
two to three times its Intended capac- 
ity, shows the manner in which we of 
America are learning to think In 
terms ot big things. 

"Before the generation of today 
there is a decade of the biggest 
things that the world has ever known. 
We are all familiar with the problems 
of it. Nothing seems to be Without 
Its problems. There have been many 
mistake made by the past generation 
and many criticisms made of It. But 
the chief way to solve these problems 
Is by education. Who can know 
truth as well as those who have come 
in contact with It? 

"We must he just at young today 
as we ever were. We must see pro- 
blems with the heart of youth. We 
who bave youth bave the heart of it, 
with all of its vitality and energy. 
We must not be afraid to have con- 
victions, bat they must be full of the 
flaming aspect of youth, changing as 
the aspect of truth changes. Today 
must be a day full of convictions, all 
embracing In character. ■ But It must 
be more than that; for we must have 
devotion — sacrificial devotion. 

"America tomorrow must be the 
fulfillment of the vision that we see 
today. With eyes up, cheats out, and

In 1874, when 
the university was a weak Institu- 
te Investment In buildings per 
was 11,100; today it Is MOO. 
From this, no one can deny that 
there Is

tact with the instructor Is practical- 
ly lost. One person had a stock 
reply to all complaints from students 
who said they could not get their 
work because of the large classes 
and loss of personal contact. It was: 
"Yon bad It there before you In your 
book In black snM white. Why 
eouldn't you get ItT" Ol course, 
that Is logical. But there are few, 
II any students, who can get si much 
from books as from personal Instruc- 
tion, given here In a diluted rorm In 
lecture. Some one said that his 
Idea ol a university was a log, with 
a Student on one end and Mark Hop- 
on the other. That Is persons) 
plus, but It la significant. In 
this university personal instruction Is 
lost, and the fast Increasing enrol- 
ment la taxing the housing facilities 
to the utmost. 

Now what Is the remedy for thisf 
There sre, It is apparent, two alter- 
natives: to increase the appropria- 
tions and the facilities to their prop- 
er rato, or to limit the attendance. 

Tha former seems to have failed. 
The legislature, at Us last session, 
compromised on a bill for more 
money by giving the university about 
the same as before. Therefore, it 
seems there Is but one remedy left 
— to limit enrolment. , 
This can be done In several ways. 
There- may be a flat rule aa to the 
number who can regiater, This Is 
at many schools, but at a state 
It Is hardly practicable, 
for the taxpayer could say, and with 
that he bad paid his 
be had a right to have his 
•eon or daughter educated. 

Another method, and a better one, 
la to increase the entrance requlre- 
-asents. Such a plan would doubt- 
less cause a terrific uproar from 
those who had slipped easily through 
tha four years of some rural high 
school and expected to then become 
collegians. But the situation is bs- 




coming desperate sad a heroic 
Is demanded. Incressln, 
requirements, to drop the

In addition. U might be well to 
curb those over-enthuslastlc alumni 
who worship slse and measure a 
university's success by tta enrolment. 
This peculiar mental condition has 
been termed "giantism." There are 
too many people around the univer- 
sity afflicted with "giantism." They 
urge all students to go to Nebraska, 
where in truth they would do both 
i he prospective student and the uni- 
versity a favor by sending them some 
place else. They cry for bigger snd 
better advertising, by football, and 
other publicity sources, to brlns 
more students to the dear ol' alma 
mater. 

Hut If they would do the university 
a real favor they would be quiet and 
reserved when Nebraska is men- 
tioned and Indicate by the lift of an 
eyebrow or the shrug of a shoulder 
that perhaps the university Isn't 
what It 'a cracked up to be. And if 
such subtle methods fall, they may 
visit the school, in registration week, 
and perform a real service by perad- 
lng the streets with signs which 
might read: "DON'T COMB HERE! 
WE'VE OOT TOO MANY NOW."—

In 
conjunction with this, a careful 
record of the vegetables and the 
other foods that esch child eats dur- 
ing the week, is kept.

But a few momenta of play proved 
to the Wildcats that football la foot- 
ball wherever tt is played and that 
the west had aa much prowess and 
as many tricks aa did the east. From 
the moment that Cochrane, McGee 
and the rest forgot their becoming 
modesty the battle looked like an 
Aggie victory. With whoever is the 
god of football smiling graciously on 
the western era the assembled Mil- 
waukee fans aaw their favorites 
harassed and driven back by an ever 
alert and aggressive Aggie team. 
Four Kicks Pall 

The Aggies early had a chance' to 
score via a field goal and five more 
times were they within scoring diB- 
• tanee — twice by the touchdown route 
and thrice thru the booted oval. 
The fact that they failed to score in 
all the tries except for the safety 
doesn't matter so much for the ball 
was kept in Marquette territory 
moat of the game. Not until the 
final minute of play did the Cath- 
olics become serious contenders for 
a victory. Then Curtln, substitute 
quarterback, tried valiantly to kick 
a goal from placement. Four tlmea 
he tried and four tlmea he fatted.

But several ASg'es 
felt otherwise and three of them 
broke thru the vaunttd Golden Ava- 
lanche line and bore down on the 
luckless Demollng. Ballard was the 
first Aggia to reach the enemy 
quarter and down htm but Fleck and 
Randels were close behind him. 
These two points proved to be the 
only score of the game, 

A Tense Moment 
Tense moments developed lb tha 
third quarter twice when the Agglea 
were separated from the Marquette 
goal only by inches. The first 
chance to score came when Wilson 
made a fair catch on the 43 yard 
line and they followed that advant- 
age by ruahlng the ball to the 3* 
yard line where Holsinger passed to 
Wilson for 14 yards. With the ball 
on the IB yard line Holsinger and 
Wilson smashed through for 10 
yards and flrat down. Four more 
yards were added by Cochrane and 
Feather and then Joe Holsinger tried 
valiantly but futflely to get the hall 
over for a touchdown. Marquette's 
secondary offense was drawn up 
close behind the forward rampart 
and refused to be dislodged. Again 
the Agglea had a near touchdown 
after the Aggie backs had worked 
the ball to the 1 foot line. Here the 
Avalanche stuck and blocked and re- 
fnsed to yield more than a few 
inches. 

On tbe first try for 
Holsinger really crossed the 
before he did so he had- made a 
temporary atop. Although the 
whistle had not blown to stop the 
play an unkind referee ruled that In 
Holstnger's momentary stop the ball 
became technically dead. And from 
bis decision there could be no appeal. 

Marquette was fairly defeated and 
clearly outplayed. But its team 
showed a spirit of fair fight that Is 
laudable.

The play lapses into sentimental- 
ity more often than la necessary.

MAKING GREENHOUSE SKETCHES 

Contract Probably Will Not Be Let 
I'atH Next Suaaaaer 

Preliminary sketches of the new 
greenhouses to be located north of 
the present greenhouses near tbe 
horticultural building are being made 
by Prof. Paul Wei gel, head of the 
department or architecture. Two 
houses will be constructed, each 10 
by 100 feet, and the head house, 
connecting tbe two greenhouses, 
will be 16 by SO feet and constructed 
of stone.

A lecture on certain aspects of the 
proposed World court was given in 
journalism lecture last Thursday by 
Prof. A, F. Peine, ot the department

College lite In Swedes) 

If a student from an American col- 
lege were to spend a year at the 
Swedish universities of Upsala or 
Lund he would experience a series 
of surprises. He would find a life of 
personal freedom there, which, If 
attempted In America, would result 
in s speedy expulsion. He would 
find little bustle and show of work 
and yet when the days of examination 
came around, he would be amesed 
at the store Of lesrnlng which the 
Swedish student had 



door sports, yet there Is 
danger that organised athletics will 
Interfere with their studies. 

When a young Swede is ready to 
enter Upsala or Lund he is at first 
concerned, not so much what courses 
to'select, as he Is with the question 
of what "nation" to join. A 
"nation" Is a sort of club which Is 
the social home of the members as 
long as tbey are at college, where 
the most intense frsternal spirit Is 
fostered. In after years, when grad- 
uates are introduced to each other, 
the names of their respective 
"nations" are Invariably mentioned 
In the first breath. • 

Tbe "nations" are named after 
Swedish provinces, and tbe student 
may choose the one that corresponds 
to the province of his birth, or later 
residence, or, if he Is the son of a 
university man, he may choose the 
one to which his father belonged. 
There Is no ceremony of election. 
He Is admitted Immediately to all the 
privileges of the clubhouse. During 
the first year he Is known as n 
"recontior" or aa a "novis," after 
which he may be a "Junior" during 
all the rest of bis years at the uni- 
versity, unless he is lucky enough to 
be elected to the little group of 
potentates know as "seniors." ^ 

At Swedish universities there are 
no "campuBea." The entire town Is 
the "campus." There are no col- 
lege dormitories and no separate 



dining-rooms. Meals are 
public restaurants where the 
take complete possession. 

At night the student may rest like 
any gentleman of leisure. He rises 
when he to no longer sleepy. Alarm 
clocks are rare. There are lectures 
some time during the day, of course, 
but no one has to attend them unless 
he wishes to do so. There to some- 
where in town a university officer 
called a "dean," who Is to be hon-

Resolution* Win be Sort to Congress 
—Court to Be Discussed at 
Assembly 



Kansas Aggies will be given their 
tlrst opportunity to express them- 
selves as a whole on the question of 
the World Court next Friday, De- 
eember 11. by voting at the student 
poll to be held after the assembly 
address on the subject by Dr. Burrts 
Jenklos, pastor of the Lin wood boule- 
vard Christian cburch of Kansas City, 
Mo. 

The purpose of the World Court 
polls, which are being held at all 
leading colleges and universities oyer 
the country. Is to start the students 
thinking about national and Inter- 
national affairs, and to give the 
United States Senate the benefit ot 
definite expression of opinion from 
the student bodies wben Congress 
•brings up the subject of the court for 
debate on December 17. 

Forum Group Send* Resolution 
At K. S. A. C. the question of 
whether the United States should 
adhere to the court or not. has been 
brought up at young peoples' meet- 
lags tn the churches and before 
literary societies for debate. On 
November 9-11 a very small group 
of students, who were attending the 
forum meetings held hero, 
In a K. S. A. C. resolution on 
the subject, but this Is the first time 
that students have been offered a 
chance to express themselves as * 
body. 

The student World . Court move- 
ment first began at an intercollegiate 
conference in New York City where 
representatives _ from the student 
councils, self-governing associations, 
christian associations, and papers of 
sucb schools as Vassar, Dartmouth, 
Yale, Harvard, and Bryn Mawr 
gathered and sent In a World Court 
resolution to Congress.

Followlng this first step, a general 
movement began over the country to 
conduct student polls in colleges 
where the Btudents might vote. On 
practically every campus in the 
United States some educational pub- 
licity has been given to the registra- 
tion of student opinion through 
forum meetings and similar institu- 
tions. 

A» a result, over 200 colleges have 
already sent in their petitions and 
resolutions to the senators end the 
president, asking that their support 
be given to the measure. The signi- 
ficant fact about this Is that It 1b the 
first lime In student history that 
students have taken an active interest 
In national affairs. 

What the World Court Is 

The World Court is just what the 
'name suggests — an International 
court for the settlement ot affairs be- 
tween nations. The foundations for 
It were laid at the Hague In 1899 
when different nations came together 
to form an International court which 
they called the "Permanant Court of 
International Justice." The present 
court was created by the League of 
Nations and first hegan to operate In 
1920. It Is composed ot eleven 
judges and four deputies selected by 
the assembly and council of the 
League. 

One American, the Honorable Bas- 
set More, serves as a judge, not be- 
cause the United States elected him, 
but because the League did. The 
members of the court act as an Im- 
partial group; not as representatives 
of countries. 

The court can, like the League ot 
Nations, function without the aid ot 
the United States and indeed Is so 
doing at the present time. But the 
president himself states "I can con- 
ceive of nothing that we could do, 
•which involves assuming so few ob- 
ligations on our part, that would be 
likely to prove of so much value to 
the world. It would be the begin- 
ning of a new world spirit."

Official notice will not he made 
antll final certification is given by 
the civil service commission and Mr. 
PIckard will not begin his work un- 
til January 1. Mr. Pirksrd for the 
last three years has been in charge 
of Station KSAC, the college broad- 
casting station, and has handled the 
press matter for the extension de- 
partment. 

The appointment was made by Sec 
retary W. M. Jardine of the United 
States depart meni of agriculture, 
who became interested In the pos- 
sibilities of education by radio while 
he was president of the college here. 
Prof. N. A. Crawford, who Is serving 
as director of Information for the de- 
partment ot agriculture, bas charge 
of the press and radio for the fle 
partmeni and all hough he will re 
main tn charge of both, direct re- 
sponsibility for the radio will be as- 
sumed by Mr. PIckard. 

Position Involves Many Duties 
In a letter received by Mr. PIckard 
from Professor Crawford some of the 
duties of the chief of radio service 
were enumerated. Mr. PIckard will 
supervise the distribution by radio of 
educational Information from the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture, he wilt be expected to moke ex- 
tensive and comprehensive plana tor 
the use of radio by all officers of 
the department, and to arrange' for 
the broadcasting of addresses. 

No successor to Mr. PIckard bare 
has been chosen as yet, according to 
Dean H. I'mherger of the extension 
department, 

Mr. PIckard has sold bis home at 
17 23 I<euvenworih street to Prof. H. 
Ft. Sumners and expects to leave De- 
cember 1 5 for Washington, D. C.

Walk* and Walls Will Be Built 



A new outdoor amphitheater for 
the staging of plays, pageants, and 
fetes is to be constructed on the cam- 
pus according to Prof. A. H. Helder 
of the landscape gardening depart- 
Other important Improve- 
whlch will add to the conven- 
and attractiveness of the K. 8. 
A. C. campus are being planned, 
and it Is certain that some of them 
will bo completed by the end of the 
present school year. 

Students and instructors inter- 
ested In pageantry are very enthus- 
iastic over the plans for the amphi- 
theatre. According to Professor 
Helder the two perennial gardens 
Just east of the Horticulture build- 
ing are being reconstructed into one 
garden by raising the grade from 
one to three feet. The slope facing 
the east below the perennial garden 
will then be terraced into conven- 
ient aeats for the amphitheater. The 
level space at the foot of the slope 
which Is now used as a vegetshle 
garden will be transformed into the 
pit of lh« structure. The stage will 
be constructed near the pinery fac- 
ing the west. The pines are to be 
left as a background for the stsge. 
The completion of the theatre will 
require' from one to three years, 
owing to the fact that It will take 
considerable time to transplant the 
vegetable garden to another site. 
To Reconstruct Stone Wall 
The stone wall on the east side of 
the campus la to 
about 40 or 60 feet east of its 
ent line. This will enlarge the cam- 
pus and put the wall In line with 
Manhattan avenue. The walls are to 
be Improved around the entire com- 
pus. Professor Helder said. 

Sometime this winter earth will be 
filled In, south of the Engineering 
tmlldlng, forming a plaza. The drive 
in front of the Engineering building 
and extending down by the stadium 
to Anderson avenue Is to be Im- 
proved and lined wltb trees. 

Plans are being drawn for a new 
greenhouse which will be built direct- 
ly north of the present tier of green- 
houses. Earth for grading up the 
perennial garden la being removed. 
The excavation will be used to form 
a lake. A part of this lake will ex- 
tend west of the new greenhouse and 
will be used as an aquatic garden. 
Drives and Walks Receive Attention 
The drive along the creek on the 
north side ot the campus Is being 
Improved and at the same time 
several small pondB or lagoons will 
be made. The drive is being so laid 
' out that is will begin directly east of 
the east wing of Waters hsll and ter- 
minate at the Bertrand, Manhattan 
avenue corner.

READER 6ETS WHAT HE 
EXPECTS FROM FICTION 



Works of 
at 



Holland Discussed 
by Prof. 



H. W. Davis 



The good reader of fiction Is look- 
ing for bta truth "straight and raw," 
according to Prof. H. W. Davis, head 
ot the department of English, In an 
address upon two volumes of the 
three-volume novel of Romain Rol- 
land, which he discussed Tuesday 
afternoon at the rest room In Calvin 
Hall. 

Professor Davis Insisted that what 
the reader expects from fiction, he 
will find, and that the reader should 
expect more "than to 'have his emo- 
tions and Instincts toyed with, his 
social sanctions exploited, or to be 
led Into the fields of the unknown." 

The good fiction reader realizes 
that bis own experience is not wide 
enough to cover the field of the 
world, and he reads fiction in order 
to extend that experience. Professor 
Davis said. "For this reason, and 
because he knows that life Is really 
a Jumble of good and bad, and not 
all of either, the good reader of fic- 
tion doesn't care to be lied to or 
tricked when he la trying to extend 
his experience." said the speaker. 

Professor Davis applied these prin- 
ciples in explaining the value of the 
Frenchman's novel, which deals with 
the emotional life of two French- 
women and which is to be in three 
volumes. Two volumes only, "An- 
nette and Sylvle" and "Summer." 
have been published. A third Is 
awaited. The whole work la to bear 
the title "The Enchanted Sot'l." 

Holland believes that the record of 
the actual life of bis characters, is 
<he only justifiable story. He makes 
no attempt to regulate or govern

While thfe 
Bed Cross *M caring for the disabled 
and helpless of Europe, the students 
and faculties In the universities and 
colleges had been slowly starving. It 
was In answer to their cull for help 
that the Fund was started under the 
nu apices of the World's Student 
Christian Federation, an organisation 
of alt student Christian movements. 

For several years the money raised 
by the federation went for loans to 
students, for capital to start printing 
presses and book shops, tor second 
hand clothing, soup kitchens, and 
bureaus where students could find 
employment.

Do you believe that finding a 
horseshoe brings good luck? 

It Burely was a lucky day tor the 
veterinary division when Dr. Charles 
Saunders of El Dorado willed to It 
itls famous collection of horseshoes. 
There are, approximately 50 mounted 
hortteahoes, all shoes and hoofs be- 
ing highly polished, in a specialty 
constructed walnut caae having glass 
sides and a heavy plate glass door! 

Until one looks In this case one 
has no idea of the variety in styles 
of horse*- show! There are big ones 
little ones, wide ones and nar- 
ones, shoes with- rubber heels 
and some with no heels at all. There 
are shoes for the horse that has 
corns, and shoes fur the horse that 
interferes — pigeon-toed maybe—, 
there are shoes all scalloped to pre*- 
vent slipping, and shoes with a 
trailer to prevent twisting. There are 
shoes to put on when the toenail is 
cracked, and very light weight shoes 
tor the race horse — dainty like mi- 
lady's dancing slippers perhaps- • 
there are shoes for big draft horses, 



and fur little Shetland ponies, shoes 
tor mules, and shoes made in two 
sections for oxen. 

These shpes all serve certain sci- 
entific purposes and the collection 
therefore is of great educational and 
historical value. Since the horse is 
no longer used widely on the city 
streets the reasons for shoeing have 
partially passed away, but the shoes 
show the obsolete methods and 
harmful practices In shoeing, and the 
style of shoe then necessary for cor- 
i-(> the measures. 

Doctor Saunders was one of the 
twBt known and oldest veterinarians 
la the slate, both in length of ser- 
vice and length of years. He was 1% 
years old at the time of his d. nlh. 
November G. He made all the shoes 
by band, and with the collection Is 
a set of silver medals awarded lo 
Doctor Saunders for his exhibit at 
different times. 

The collection was received Decem- 
ber 5. and has beta placed in the 
veterinary hospital where it may be 
seen daily by the students and visi- 
tors passing through.

We were quick enough lo ask for 
our unpaid debts. Partisan politics 
Interfere with our getting Into the 
World court, says The Nation, 
Eurupeuus, and a great many of us, 
cannot sen how politics of different 
parlies rould be so Influential In our 
International obligations."

With the awarding of contracts 
completed, construction of K. 8. A. 
C.'a new library building may bo 
started In the near future, although 
it is probable that the work will not 
get well under way before eprlng. 
Contracts for the building were let In 
Topeka, December 17. 

Murch Brothers construction com- 
pany of St. Louis received tbe general 
contract for (308,998, underbidding 
eleven others. The Manhattan Sheet 
Metal company was swarded the 
contract for betting and plumbing at 
$21,042, and the Nelson Electric 
company of Ft. Bcott that for the 
electric wiring at (3,110, making a 
total contract price of (231,400. 

The state legislature appropriated 
(260,000 for tbe construction of the 
building, which leaves (11,000 for 
grading, lighting, connection with the 
eewer, installation or gas and fix- 
tures, and other detailed work of tbe 
construction. 

Owing to tbe (act that appropria- 
tions for the furnishings will not be 
made until the next session of the 
legislature, It will not be necessary 
that the building be completed before 
I July 1, l»27. the duration of the 
( appropriations tor the construction 
work. Students of the engineering 
division have completed the survey- 
ing of the building site Just south of 
Waters hall. 

The building will have a basement 
and three stories in the front part. 
The basement will be used as a 
periodical or reference room, and the 
first, second, end third floors in the 
front part will be used for large 
reading rooms. No offices will be 
located in the building, but there will 
he special seminar rooms for the use 
of nil departments. 

On the third floor will be located 
seminar rooms end an exhibition gal- 
lery. The south wait of this gallery 
will have an arch tn which will be 
Imbedded atones -from the original 
Bluemont college building, bearing 
the words " Bluemont College." Two 
keystones from this same building 
will also be placed In the library 
walls.

The 
top part If the "T" will come to about 
the middle of tbe east and west road 
across tbe campus, and tbe stem of 
the "T" will come within ten fast of 
the office of O. R.

A New Telephone 
Since tbe first telephone in Kan- 
sas was made In a blacksmith and 
carpenter shop at K 8. A. C, the 
United Telephone company thought 
It only fitting that the finest tele- 
phone building in Kansas should be 
located at Manhattan. More than 
$250,000 is being spent on the ex- 
change and equipment Local and 
district offices of the telephone com- 
pany will be In the lobby. 

The dial system will be Installed 
-with the completion of the new ex- 
i>, It Is estimated, will 
for the city's telephone needs 
for 26 years. 

outstanding building 
of the downtown dis- 
trict are the Mlddleton-Quinlan 
building and the Cotfman building. 
The Mid'Quln structure Is eTn addi- 
tion onto the present plant ot the 
company on east Foynti avenue, and 
-virtually will fill the last gap on east 
Poynts. It Is two stories high and 
has a basement. The front is of 
pressed brick, and tbe building as a 
-whole has a floor space ot 40,000 
square feet. 

The Caff man building, near Fifth 
and Poyntx, la an Indication of the 
tendency of the city to grow west- 
ward In a business way. Tbe struc- 
ture is owned by Walter E. Moore, 
local Ford agent, and Is one ot she 
largest store rooma In the city. It 
was built at a cost of 126,000. 
To Education Its Share 
That the city i6 beginning to grow 
out of the small town class is in- 
dicated by tbe construction of a new 
apartment building, the Rex Arms, 
at Sixteenth and Leavenworth, The 
apartment U modern in every way, 
and will provide for 10 families. 

Educational facilities In the city 
have been greatly Increased by build- 
ings added during tbe year, 
the Wood row Wllsfcn school and 
the addition to the htgt) school being 



The addition to tbe 
plant gives Manhattan an auditorium 
with a seating capacity ot 1,100, a 
much needed new gymnasium 
8 pace for laboratory and shop 
In printing and vocational agricul- 
ture. The addition cost $150,000. 
The triumph scored by the LJung- 
dahl brothers In the state and Inter- 
national llveatock show Is indicative 
of the work being done at tbe high 
school. 

Completion ot the new Methodist 
Episcopal church is expected by tbe 
time 1926 Is well started.. The unit 
containing the auditorium Is the first 
being built, and will provide for a 
seating capacity of 1,250. A dining 
room, kitchen, office, and a few 
class rooms also are provided for In 
the present unit, though the remain- 
der of the building as planned will 
not be constructed for some time to 
come.

Since the beginning of the spring 
semester last year and up to the 
present time the S. S. O. A. baa 
handled *3 cases of cribbing, la 
practically all of (bene cases enough 
evidence has been furnished by tbe 
instructors to authorize the suspen- 
sion of the students involved. If the 
student is suspected of having 
cribbed but enough evidence has not 
been secured to warrant his suspen- 
sion the committee puts hi in on what 
la railed the "black list." If a sec- 
ond offense Is reported on this stu- 
dent be Is nearly always Immediate- 
ly suspended. However, ibet'e Is no 
aet rule in regard to this procedure.

To The Collegian: 

It seems that come one accused the 
Collegian of taking a partisan view- 
point of the World court, and In a 
haaty reply by the Collegian staff 
in correction of this Impression cer- 
tain statements were made which 1 
think are unfair and not In accord 
with the u«ual sane and fair policy 
of the Collegian. 

In the first place the World Court 
la no longer a partisan issue. 
Jt his been indorsed by both major 
political partiee in their platforms; 
by the American Legion; by the 
World War Veterans; by the Federal 
Council of Churches comprising 
thirty of the leading denominations; 
by the National Federation or Wom- 
en's clubs; by the National Students 
Council of the Y. H. C. A. and Y. W. 
C. A.; and by many smaller groups 
and Individuate of all beliefs and In- 
terests. The moat ardent opponent 
of America's entrance Into the World 
Court la Sen, W. E. Borah, whose 
position as Chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee attracts 
•ilentipn to his opinions and requires 
that his arguments should be met. 
I do not want to, nor do I have the 
epace, to In any way defend tha 
Court or Its technique, except to say 
that it Is a step toward world peace; 
and that since the war was hastened 
to a victorious end because of our 
participation, I believe that America 
can do more than any other nation 
at the present time to establish world 
peace — if she only will. 

I think the Collegian is to be com- 
mended upon the manner in which 
It covered all World Court meetings 
on our campus. However, It seems 
to me that alnce the World Court is 
each a vital issue In our nation at 
the present time, It would have been 
well for the Collegian to have done 
much more to educate the students 
la regard to this matter and out 
part in it. whether the material and 
information came from our own 
campus or "from committees located 
in the east." 

j Again the Collegian regretted 
"that both sides of the court question 
could not have received equal dis- 
cussion." 1 would like to remind 
the Collegian that the coin m It tee in 
charge did what they could to pro- 
mote free and open discussion upon 
both sides. Stories and editorials 
upholding both sides «f the questions 
bave appeared In the Collegian. 
World Court meet lags were held In 
Calvin Hall for three days iu Novem- 
ber at wblcli meetings .the World 
Cnurt was presented as it is by some 
of our own professors who have 
studied into the world court. The 
topics discussed were: "What Is the 
Worid Court." "The Signllicance of 
America's Entry into the Court," and 
"What Can American Students Do- 
or "What Part Can the American 
Students Play in U. 8. Policy." Does 
that look like a biased approach to 
the subject? I am wondering If the 
ones who'are criticizing the com- 
mittee were In attendance at those 
meetings. If they were not they 
have no room to kick. The World 
Court and alt Its phases were dis- 
cussed in all the churches and young

In addition to all this the 
announcement was made in the Col- 
legfan, at all the meetings possible, 
and by placards in the llorary that 
an International Book Table had been 
insulted in the library which con- 
tained all sorts of books and pam- 
phlets dealing with both side* of the 
Court. An attempt was made to 
schedule a debate tor chapel, but was 
not successful : so the committee 
secured Dr. Jenkins to apeak in 
chapel, expecting that be* would deal 
with the technique and significance 
of the court In detail. As u turned 
out he did not say much about the, 
court as such — but I did enjoy his 
talk to the utmost. I think the com- 
mittee did a pretty good job, and If 
more students did not know about 
the court and Its Implications it Is 
their own fault — due to their own 
mental laataess, it was hoped that 
with all the talk of the court the tta- 
dents would make a special effort to 
become Informed about the World 
Court. * 

It Is true that the Y. M. C. A. had 
a part In promoting the World Court 
educational program on this campus. 
I do not. however, think it Is true' 
that only Y. M. C. A. or Y. W. C. A. 
members were affected and interested 
by (fie campaign. Granting that It 
is f/ne, perhaps it is only the mem- 
bers of the Y. M C. A. and the Y. W. 
C. A. that are enough Interested In 
the world's problems that confront 
us. and alive enough to the privileges 
and responsibilities of the students 
of thin country to take the time to 
Inform themselves about the World 
Court sufficiently to Intelligently 
vote upon the question when the 
student poll was taken, whether they 
voted for it or against It, 

It Is my hope that through such, 
educational programs the students 
of the United Stales can be aroused 
to a mora futelllgent Interest in. and 
continual, effective Influence upon 
tlw> determination of the foreign 
policy of the United Statea. There 
Is no limit to the Indirect influence 
students can exert, If- our coivi 
tlons are strong enough, our Informa- 
tion adequate, and if we have a 
means of expressing ourselves. This 
was really I be purpose of tbe World 
Court educational program and stu 



dent poll upon our campus — or at 
least it is my conviction that this 
was the real object in view. ~

At about four o'clock one Tues- 
day afternoon, a visitor In Manhat- 
tan decided to go on a tour of tbe 
college end chanced to wander Into 
the girls' gymnasium. The clamor 
of a hundred voices, each trying to 
out shriek the other, tbe "bang of 
many locker doors, the thump of 
hookey clubs, and the splashes of a 
determined class of swimmers com- 
bined to produce a, very good imita- 
tion of bedlam. 

The visitor was daied. A Col- 
legian reporter, who happened to be 
dashing by, saw tbe stranger's be- 
wildered expression and came to the 

rescue. 

"Is there a special contest or 
something going on?" timidly in- 
quired the visitor. 

"Gosh no! It's only three dif- 
ferent classes trying to get dressed 
at once!" 

And tbe reporter went away, 
thinking hard, and proceeded to find 
out a great many things about con- 
ditions in general. 

Tbe girls' gymnasium Is composed 
of two room*: the main gymnasium, 
and the locker room about 70 by 60 
feet, which contains the swimming 
pool and shower baths in addition to 
the lockers. Between four and five 
every afternoon, In these limited 
quarters, there are over a hundred 
girls trying to dress at tbe eame 
time— 40 to leave;, 40 to ploy hockey, 
and 25 to swim. 

The main gymnasium Is In use at 
every hour of tbe day until six 
o'clock, except at eight on Tuesday 
and Thursday mornings. During the 
volley ball season, it was used at 
noon and until nine snd ten in the 
evenings. 

There are approximately 650 girls 
enrolled In physical education classes, 
and almost every one of them has 



two working outfits— a regular gym- 
nasium uniform, and a swimming 
suit or dancing costume. Some 
girls who are enrolled in the physical 
education curriculum, have three. 
All of these clothes have to go Into 
117 small lockers of two hooks each! 

There are n<> d reusing rooms, and 
the congestion In the locker room Is 
increased by the space taken up by 
several shower baths and the swim- 
ming pool. This pool Is not regula- 
tion length, being only 50 by 20 
feat, and the girls are unable to try 
for any record distances because of 
thin fart. No spectators can be 
.present at any of tbe swimming 
events because there is no room for 
them. The location of the r<*>l 
directly In the locker room Is also 
vary bad for the ventilation. 

The gymnasium has no dryer and 
steriliser for the swimming suits, al- 
though one would be provided It 
there was room for it. and the girls 
are forced to hang their suits over 
the locker doors to dry. The evap- 
oration of the water from so many 
suits gives the room a decidedly 
musty atmosphere. 

The main room of the gymnasium, 
which is used for floor work and 
dancing, is over-crowded with almost 
every class. Some ctewtes have an 
enrolment totaling HO girls. For 
thls c reason, one floor Is not enough, 
amj l*o are badly needed, one for 
floor work and the other for sports. 
The fourth und eighth hours of the 
day are the most popular because of 
laboratories, and three cUbms could 
be run at these hours if facilities 
permitted. 

When consulted on this really 
serious problem, Mt*» Ruth Morris, 
bead of the department, said, "We 
are not complaining; the girls have 
simply outgrown their 
need a new building."

"For example." • he 
says, "we are told thst there Is a 
great Increase In crime. Th people 
have sccepted this as a fact. No one 
looks to see how things really are.

Doctor Lapp gave as reasons why 
this propaganda Is being broad- 
cast, Is that tbe people like to read 
accounts of crime and, In satisfy- 
ing their readers' wishes, tbe news- 
papers hare written a great deal 
about crime, and also that anti-pro- 
blbitlonlsts have tried to "salt" the 
Idea that restriction of the use ot 
liquor from many men have caused 
them to commit crime. 

"It would be absurd to think that 
prohibition has done this.' 1 said Doc- 
tor Lapp. 

"Propaganda Is also being spread 
In regard to taxes," stated Doctor 
Lapp. "Our taxes In the United 
States amount to about one billion 
dollars per year which Is In reality! „nt«.lL*j 
only a slight burden when dlsiril>- ' 
uted among a great number of peo- 
ple, over long length of time, and In 
a country of such vast wealth. Bach 
person seems to think that they must 
stand the entire burden. The facts 
are not knowg." 

In conclusion Doctor Lapp said 
thst. although the people had 
from 14,000 to 15,000 Invested In 
every college graduate, they did not 
expect to be actually repaid In 
money but they should be repaid ha 
terms of service. He said, "The beat

A study of the treatment of agri- 
cultural news In tbe American dally 
press was recently completed with 
tbe aid uf the American Association 
of Agricultural College Editors, Pro- 
fessor Rogers told his audience. Tho 
newspapers, he said, fall Into atat 
classifications: (!) The farmer'* 
newspaper, published at the center 
of an sgrlrullursl area and circulat- 
ing among readers who are whotty 
dependent economically upon the 
agriculture of the community: <I> 
the* newspaper which treats all farm 
copy from the point of view of th» 
city reader; •(!) that which treats 
rsrm copy trora the point ot view of 
the suburban reader; (4) from tho 
point ot view of the mail edition or 
state reader, and (S) from the point 
of view of both urban and rural 
readers; and (0), the newspaper 
which publishes a separate edition 
weekly or twice a weea for rural fre- 
delivery readers. 

Weak Market Department
